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Last Sunday, morning's service em 
phasizcd the neligious traininff of 
childhood and youth. It , was shown 
from- the bible that God has very 
strictly commanded that definite and 
ample provision must be made for the 
very, thorough religious training of 
.all children. 

It was pointed out that the average 
child in America is now receiving 
1,000 hours of secular training a yeai 
and less than 50 hours of religious 
training a' year, ^e situation was 
►noirf yjaj[d to be such' as compelled every 
thinking person^ to realize that the 
foundations of our civilization are in 
peril. No nation can endure long with 
its childhood and youth receiving less 
than one twentieth as much religious 
training as secular training* 

The situation must be radically and 
quickly changed. If will ho changed. 
It is now being changed. Thousands 
of communities now have week day 
Bchoolfl pf religious training, open 
two to four hours a week during the 
school year, and five days a week for 
lour to six weeks during the summer 
•vacation period of tKe public schools 
There is some agitation about the 
possibility of having such a school in 
Antioch. Why not? 

The evening service emphasized the 
great truth that there is no energy 
or force, or power in all the universe 
which, can possibly make the minds 
of men' right but the Spirit of God 
The holy spirit. And that there is 
' no agency but the minds of meU; 
turned right and kept right which can 
save the world or its civilization from 
ruin. Therefore, the primal need of 
the time was proclaimed to be thafc 
the people shall seek the fulhiess of 
the holy spirit's presence and power 
bs the only hope for the saying ol 
human life and civilization. * 

Although last Sunday was the re- 
gular date for Children's day, othef 
things interf erred and made it im 
practicable to put on the program 
then. It was, therefore, decided to 
■put it a week later, and the program 
will be given this coming Sunday, 
June IS at the church fiour, 11 o'clock' 
The fourth quarterly conference 
will be held at the church on Tuesday 
evening of next week, June 2 at 8 
o'clock . All finances and other mat- 
ters, of church business should be at- 
tended to as far as possible before 

that date.

County Farm Bureaus in Illinois 
will celebrate at DoKalb on Juno 30 
The occasion will mark the end of 
the firaf ten-year lap of Farm Bureau 
work in thia state. ' 

Farmers will knock oft work for a 
couple of days and take a well-earned 
vacation, driving to DeKalb to enjoy 
a real gala day. It will bo fun of 
the highest type. 

A Big Free Pageant 

No time or effort ia being spared 
to make this the *beafc ever; * In the 
morning three of the best. kno\vn 
speakers in America will talk to farm 
people. At 2 o'clock will be staged 
the biggest agricultural pageant ever 
held. It is being developed by Miss 
Nina B. Lauikin, a trained pageant 
director. Two thousand people from 
Dlinois Farm Bureaus will take part 
in the cast, giving a living picture of 
Farm Bureau work from the begin- 
ning up to today; We are told that 
even a peep will be taken into the 
future. 

Already the various groups who 
will take part in the pageant are work- 
ing out their parts and there will be a 
combined rehearsal June 24. The 
various Farm Bureaus over the state 
will make up floats illustrating major 
Farm Bureau accomplishments. Lako 
county will have a float illustrating 
the pure bred sire campaign that was 
conducted by the Farm Bureau. The 
Lake County Holstoin-Friesian asso- 
ciation are planning a float to show 
the development of Holsteins in this 
county. 

The Rosecran's ■ band united with 
other bands from northern Illinois 
will furnish music. Two groups, one 
from Diamond Lake and the other 
from Grayslake, will take part in one 
feature of the pageant which will il- 
lustrate the planters of the olden days 
going to the field to plant and culti- 
cate the grain and com.

BcKalb Committee Will Care for

Some Farm Bureau members aro 
planning to arrive at DeKalb the 
night before the celebration and tho 
local committee under the guidance 
of S. E. Bradt, the chairman, is plan- 
ning to. provide lodging or tents for 
such visitors. Tho committee should 
be notified a week in advance. 

Others will come by special trains 
to DeKalb. Low round trip rates are 
being secured by representatives of 
the Illinois Agricultural association. 
From 15,000 to 20,000 farm people 
arc expected to attend the celebra* 
tion, as it is a much more attractivo 
event than the annual I. A. A. picnic. 

Lake County Bull to Dixon Plant 

The herd bull from the farm of A. 
S. Benson, Grayslake, has been pur- 
chased for the Dixon A. R. 0. test- 
ing plant. 

A careful research- was made in 
the cast and in Wisconsin and Minn- 
esota for a bull with suitable breed- 
ing and production record to head 
the herd of some sixty Holstein cows 
at the Dixon plant. One young bull 
was purchased in the east but the 
committee returned to Illinois and to 
Lake county to find a senior herd sire 
that iiUcd their requirements. 

King Calontha Aaggie Clothildc is 
a four year old bull just in his prime. 
His sire, one of the good transmitting 
sons of Colantha Johannahad, is also 
a son of the 34th foundation dam, 
Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline. 

His dam, who has a 30 pound heifer 
record, is one of the four 30 pound 
daughters for the century size, Aag- 
gie Cornucopia Johannahad, and is 
from a 33 pound daughter of Colantha 
Johannahad and a 31 pound founda- 
tion dam, Abby Hartog Clothilde, 

The herd sire and nearly B0% ol 
the cows at . the testing plant are 
from Lake county, a splendid record 
for our Holstein breeders and the 
future holds almost a certainty of 
making some record figures on pro- 
duction from individual cows. 

\\Tien Should We Cut Red Qover 

For Hay 

"In order to obtain the best results 



with red clover hay it should be cut 
just aS it comes, into full bloom. There 
are conditions, however, which make 
it advisable to cut earlier or later. To 
got the highest per cent of digestible 
nutrients tho hay should be cut early 
while tho largest amount of feed will 
.bo secured from tho late cuttings. Tho 
per cent of protein in the. plant in- 
creases up to the blooming period but 
decreases after that.. Early cuttings 
arc dilTicult to cure because the plant 
contains 759o or more of water, while 
tho late cuttings arc equally difficult 
to handle because of tho loss of leaves 
It should be remembered that about 
40% of the plant is, leaves, which is 
the best part of the hay. The leaves 
are richest in protein, containing 
about two thirds of the total of the 
plant. The small stems are next 
while tho : coarse stems are poorest 
in this valuable part of the feed. 

Tho weather ia also an important 
factor in deciding the time of cutting 
clovei? hay. Both early spring and 
latd" fall furnish poor hay curing 
weather. Any delay in the time of 
cutting hay in tho spring should 
bring us nearer the ideal hay weatlier. 
Of course the reverse is true for fall 
cuttings. In any case one should 
avoid wet rainy weather during 'the 
process of making hay. One safe rule 
to follow is never to cut clover when 
there is moisurto on the plants, either 
in the form of do\v or. rain. 

If tho grower intends to . harvest 
seed from the second crop, he should 
cut the hay crop so as to control the 
clover seed insects. Results of sev- 
eral experiment stations indicate that 
tho hay crop should be harvested bo- 
fore tho middle of June. While thid 
varies with the season yet in most 
cases it vrould be before the headS^ 
have come into full bloom. 

The quantity of hay; tho quality 
or feeding value as influenced by the 
digestible nutrients, the per cent of 
heads, leaves, and coarse stems; tho 
weather for making hay as well as 
the influence of the hay crop on the 
succeeding seed crop are all factors 
which should bo considered in decid- 
ing when to cut clover for hay. Con-

As n final forerunner to the con- 
vention, Uic exocuttvo. council of the 
federation decided to draft a supple--' 
ment to Its report that will be pie- 
sented to the session. This supple- 
ment, containing organized labor's In- 
terpretation of the United States Su- 
preme court's recent decision In tho 
celebrated Goronniio coal case, may 
not he presented lintll lute tlils week, 
but members of Uie council say that 
the- decision Is viewed as u destructive 
blow-to labor unions. 

Ko avowed opposition to the re-elec- 
tion ot^llr. Gompers ns president or 
other members of the executive coun- 
cil has yet developed nnd their sup- 
porters are predicting their re-election 
nt the closing session of tho conven- 
tion without opppsltlon. 

The prospective contest In the eleo 
tlon Is for the two delegates to bo 
sent by the federation to the British 
trades unions congress. Benjamin 
Schleslnger of New York, Edward Mc- 
Govern of Boston and Thomas F. 
Galnor of AVashlngton are listed by 
delegates as probable contestants. 
Sir. Gompers' statement said: 
"Those who opposo and. antagonize 
our movement have lieaped Issues upon 
us. Our movement Is united. Its spir- 
it Is unconquerable. There Is through- 
out our ranks a militant determination 
that Justice for nil the people must 
triumph. , ' 

"Wo nre shocked by things that 
have happened twice within a few 
days. - The Supremo iiourt of our land 
has rendered decisions fitting only to 
the dark days of old. There la a 
boisterous nnd brazen movement at 
work to destroy every progressive In- 
stitution and to submerge human rights 
for the sake of profiteers and Indus- 
trial autocrats. 

"Wo realize that there is a grim 
struggle abend, hut we face the strug- 
gle with confidence In the ultlmnte 
victory of Justice, confldont In the 
final triumph of humanity. \Vq shall 
continue the. crusade. We face tho 
future with hopeful hearts. Our 
thoughts and our efforts In every ses- 
sion of our convention will center on 
the promotion of the welfare of men, 
women and children — the development 
of a civilization tliat thhdcs first of 
humanity." 

The big National Guard armory, far 
removed from the city's business dis- 
trict, Is. the seat of the convention. 
Delegates, forming In parade down- 
town, marched to It In a body for the 
opening of the session at 10 n. m. A 
thousand fiags formed the decorations 
nnd a band of 100 pieces played tho 
nccompanlment for delegates singing 
♦'America" as tho first Item on the pro- 
gram.

Dletz, tlio progfnm centered nbout a 
Berles of welcome addresses by Gov- 
ernor Davis, Mayor Carell, Secretary 
T. J. Donnelly of the Ohio State Fed- 
eration of Labor, and others, ending 
with Adolf Kummer, the temporary 
dmlrmnn, presenting n gavel, mado 
by Chaclnnatl carpenters, to Mr, .Gomp- 
ers. 



five pepGons Are Kllfed and Nearly 
fifty Injured When Great Ferris 
Wheel at Amusement Park Is 
Blown Over. 
Now York, Juue 12.— A .violent ston. . 
accompanied by shifting winds that 
reached a velocity of 88 miles an hour 
took tlie lives of more than fifty per- 
sons, Injured hundreds and caused 
enormous property loss In the metro- 
politan section. 

Forty persons were reported to have 
lost their Uvea while boating In Long 
Island cound, and many others were 
killed by falling trebs, IlKhtnlng, and 
accidents caused by the wind. . Ten 
bodies of tlie drowned bavo been re- 
covered, and tho waters nbout New 
York are beln^ Bearched for 80 miss- 
ing persons. 

The storm came at the close of one 
of tlie most torrid days of the sea- 
son, .The wind, coming gently from 
the south and southwest, shifted sud- 
denly Into the northwest nnd In- 
creased In velocity to 88 miles an 
hour, and sweeping through New Jer- 
sey, Westchester county, across City 
island, the Bronx and Mnnliattan, left 
death and destruction In Its wake. 

The most spectacular accident oc- 
curred to a 75 foot Ferris wheel In 
ClHson Point amusement parlc In. tlie 
Bronx. The giant wheel, loaded with 
passengers, was blown over, killing 
five and Injuring nearly fifty. 

Big trees, uprooted and blown high 
In the air, killed and Injured many in 
the environs of New York City. A 
Linden, 100 feet high, uprooted by, a 
sudden blast, crashed through the roof 
of the lied Lion Inn, Mnmaroncck, kill- 
ing a young woman and her daughter, 
passengers, was blown over, killing six 
of the seventeen diners. • 

Another wind driven tree killed a 
mother and infant on their own door- 
step nt New Uoclielle. Another killed 
a man In his automobile on Long 
Ishmd. Iloads and streets were Ut- 
tered with live wires whlcli kUlcd 
others. 

Miss Edda Smith, seventeen, walk- 
ing with a companion along the Reser- 
voir road at Osslnlng, was blown Into 
the water and drowned. 

Charles Emerson, New Kochelle 
clotlilng manufacturer, was rowing In 
Echo bay' with hia wife and throe chil- 
dren when the storm broke. He man- 
aged to row to 8hore,_ then died from 
Q heart attock. 

Concetti Basiatnso and bis son, An- 
thony, ten, of Mount Vernon, were 
killed when a tree, Tinder which they 
hnd found shelter In the Bronx, was 
struck by lightning. 

A mother nmT infant son were 
crushed -When another tree In Mount 
Vernon fell on them. . 

Two Long Island trains nnd several 
locals In Now Jersey were stopped by 
trees. Thousands of passengers on 
suburban trolley lines were stnllcd for 
hours, when trees were blown across 
the rails.
